Nevertheless, there are 
evidences of an increase in the _ public 
sentiment in favor of repressive legislation 
of some time. The dispatch wired by the 
emperor a week ago to Prince Hohenlohe- 
Lagenburg, governor of Alsace-Lorraine, in 
regard to the murder of the wealthy Alsa- 
tian mine owner, Heinrich Schwartz, at 
Hulhouse, by a socialist named Andreas 
Mayer, coupled with the recent_,develop- 
ments of crime throughout the empire, has 
revived the question of repression in an 
acute form and the resultant clamor for 
exceptional legislation is coming from 
divers quarters, the demands emanating 
from the conservative, the national liberal 
and even the centrist sections. Still there 
is no reason to believe that the reichstag, 
as at present constituted, could be depend- 
ed upon to pass a measure sufficiently re- 
pressive to meet the demands of the agl- 
tators, and anything less sweeping would 
satisfy nobody, nor could it reach the ele- 
ment sought to be suppressed. 

Socialists Send Anonymous Letters. 

Concerning the murder of Schwartz The 
Vorwaerts, the leading socialist organ, de- 
nies that there is any conclusive proof that 
Mayer, the assassin of Schwartz, was 
either a socialist or an anarchist, and pro- 


‘tests against the disposition to hold the 


socialist party or its teachings responsible 
for the crime. The police at Mulhouse have 
arrested six men, said to be associates of 
Mayer. <All of them are socialist extrem- 
ists, and are charged with having had 
knowledge that it was the intention of 
Mayer to strike at some industrial chief 
with the object of making his taking off 
an example to other industrial magnates 
who were unmindful of the rights of work- 
ing men. Since the murder of Schwartz 
several other heads of great manufactur- 
ing industries in Mulhouse have received 
anonymous letters containing thé warn- 
ing:

.wve uvt as yet been able to 
trace the origir of these letters, but are 
confident of their ability to do so. In the 
meartime the socialist parliamentary party 
resents the general disposition to blame 
them for the commission of such excesses 
by their extremist comrades, but those 
who contend that the crimes were com- 
mitted by the order of the socialist party 
are determined to make theze acts of vio- 
lence the occasion for a demand for urgen- 
cy in the passage of repressive legislation 
as the first question to be considered by 
the reichstag after that body: recassem- 
bles. 

The North German Gazette expresses dis- 
approval of the demand for exceptional 
legislation coming so soon after the rejec- 
tion of the anti-revolution bill, but adds 
that the government can be asked to re- 
sume the initiative in submitting anti-so- 
cialist proposals when there are good pros- 
pects that they will be accepted by the 
reichstag. 

The Attack on Von Boetticher. 

The revival of the scandals cunnecting

despite the recent official declaration of 
the ministry exonerating him.

IT IS SLOW WORK 


Constitutional Convention of 
South Csrolina Is Deing. 

Columbia, S. C., October 20.—The consti- 
tutional convention has completed its fifth 
week's work, less two days, and so far 
exactly one and one-fifth of an article, 
to be mathematically correct, has been 
completed each week. While considerable 
of the heavy work has been done the past 
week, the rule now adopted allowing 
amendments on the third reading opens up 
many possibilities ard again it must be 
said that the mass of the heavy work is 
still ahead of the convention if the great 
fights and liveiy and long debates are to 
come on the suffrage article and the arti- 
cles on education and county government, 
The mcst prominent issues before the con- 
venticn are to be found in those articles, 
the suffrage problem standing far in the 
lead of all others. Then again there is the 
homestead section of the article on legisia- 
tive department yet to be completed. 

Only six out of the sixteen articles pro- 
posed have been entirély completed as yet 
and referred to thea committee on style 
and revision. Here are the articles: 1. 
On executive department. 2. Impeach- 
ments. 3. On municipal corporations and 
police regulations. 4. On amendment and 
revision of the constitution. 5. On miscel- 
laneous te ag 6. On penal and charita- 
ble institutions. 

All the sections of the article on legisla- 
tive department have been passed to their 
third reading save that relating to the 
homestead, discussed a whole day and then 
laid over, so this article is almost com- 
plete. 

All the sections cf the article on finance 
and taxaticn4have Hkewise been passed to 
a third reading save five. 

The same thing apvlies to the article on 
the declaration of rights, four of its sec- 
tions being unacted upon as yet. 

If these articles were all entirely com- 
pleted and had gone to the committee on 
style and revision the convention would 
be haif through with its work from a nu- 
merical standpoint, but the. heavicst - de- 
bate by far is vet to come and the con- 
vention has refused to pass a resviution 
jimiting speeches to ten minutes save in 
the debates on the suffrage and educa- 
tion. The possibilities as to the duration 
of the session are, therefcre, obvious. 

This week the work will be of an linpor- 
tant character. ‘The suffrage matter is to 
be taken up tomorrow, and. there is no 
telling how long the debate will continue. 
Noon is the hour. The speciz! crder for 
tomcrrow is the several reports presented 
by the committee on county government. 
This once dived into may delay the suf- 
frase matter until the end of the week, for 
it was made a special order for tcemorrow 
“and from day to day until disposed of.” 

The erticle’on corporations is a special 
order for Thursday and the article on ed- 
ucation is also a special order, so these 
vitally important articles are certain to 
claim the attention of the convention from 
tomorrow on until they are completed. 

Considerable has been accomplished since 
the recess, and there have been some in- 
teresting debates. lkxactly what has been 
completed looking toward the building of 
the constitution is enumerated above. 

Other matters brought up during the past 
week were resolutions of respect to the 
late Dr. J. O. Byrd, which were adopted; 
a resolution to provide for the disburse- 
ments of the’ convention’s expense appro- 
priation, which was adopted; a resolution 
to provide for/the printing of copies of the 
constitution when ratified, whica stands 
over, etc. 

The convention considered and killed the 
following resolutions: By Mr. Hodges, re- 
lating to judgments; by Mr. McMahan, 
relating to a department of roads and for- 
estry; by Mr. McMahan, relating to the 
ecnevrrence of the whole jury in a verdict: 
by Mr. Wharton, to limit speeches to ten 
minutes except in the suffrage debate. 
The ccnvention also tabled the petition 
of the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union in regard to the age of consent.

BURNING OF ALGIERS

| IN A NEW ORLEANS. DISTRICT, 


| Hundreds of Homeless People Depend- 


ing on Charity. 


FLAMES STARTED IN AN ITALIAN’S SHOP 


And It Is Believed the Shopkeeper 
Fired His Building—Would Have 
Been Lynched if Caught. 


New Orleans, October 20.—The fire in 
Aigiers, about which a brief item was 
sent at 2:20 o’clock this morning, continued 
burning until 9 o’clock, waen it was got 
under control because very little else was 
left to burn. Two hundred and twenty 
houses were burned in al. The fire was 
confined almost entirely to the residence 
portion of the town, the owners of which 
are people in moderate circumstances. The 
insurance is said to be very light and the 
loss is, therefore, almost cotal. 

it is estimated that the loss is fully $400,. 
000, but it will be several days before it 
can be accurately stated. 

The fire originated in an Italian’s confec- 
tionery and fruit store, and everything 
seems to prove it was incindiary. So in- 
tense was the feeling against the sus- 
pected man that if he could have been 
found early this morning he would have 
undoubtedly been lyncned. He was are 
rested and brought-over to New Orleans 
for safe keeping. The Algiers police sta- 
tion, the courthouse and jail were burned 
together with some of tne court records of 
Algiers. The courthouse was an historic 
one, having been erected about the year 
1808 and was originally a grand family resi- 
dence. The greater portiédn of Algiers at 
that time was mostly the plantation home 
of the Duverges. The big room recently 
used as the third city court was the 
family’s parlor. 

A subscription for the relief of the home- 
less people who number about seven hun- 
erally responded to. The public scon 
dred, has been started and has been Hlb- 
erally responded to. The public school 
buildings have been thrown open to them 
and many have found shelter there. 

Thousands went over from New Orleans 
today to view the ruins; About 6 o’clock 
the ferry incline on the Algiers side of 
the river save way and precipitated proba- 
bly a hundred persons ta the ground. For- 
tunately tne river is low or the accident 
might have been serious. Five or six only 
fell in the water and were rescued. One. 
young man had his leg broken. With this 
exception no person appears to_have been 
iniured.

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pality of New Orleans, having been incorpo-<  — 


rated as the fifth district and fifteenth ward 


/on March 13, 1870. The fire this morning is 


the most disastrous that ever visited the 
city in the number of buildings burned, 
no less than fourteen blocks having been 
swept clean away. The fire was confined 
to residences, not a store in the business 
portion of the town being among the num- 
ber destroyed. One general store was burn- 
ed—that of Patrick Hartnett. H's loss on 
stock and building will amount to $15,000, 
nearly fully insured. 

The property of the Southern Pacific 
railroad was not injured, as the fire did not 
get near their buildings. 

Among the principal losses the courthouse 
leads the list. It was worth about $40,000, 
Dr. W. H. Riley’s residence and furniture, 
valued at $25,060, insured two-thirds; State 
Senator Turnbull, of Jefferson parish, house 
and furniture $15,000, and City Councilman 
Barras $15,000, house and furniture, both 
nearly covered. with insurance. 

The subscription for the relief of the suf- 
ferers by the fire amounts so far to 37,456.50, 
of which amount the city of New Orleans 
subscribes $5,000, Mayor John Fitzpatrick 
$00, and Thomas Pickler, owner of the 
Canal street ferry, $500. 

A careful estimate makes the number of 
buildings destroyed of ail kinds about 220. 
Most of these were small wooden structures 
and burned like match wood. The loss by 
breakage and other damage to house- 
hold effects cannot be estimated. 

The scene was almost indiscribable. Pileg 
of smouldering ruins, chimneys, masses 
of household effects piled indiscrimi- 
nately here and there in the roadway and 
on the levee crest. Men and women aré 
gazing with heavy hearts on the smoking 
embers that mark the spot they once calied 
home. Such is Algiers tonight.

The alarm 
was quickly given and the firemen were 
soon on the scene, but not until the flames 
had obtained considerable headway, and 
their efforts were directed chiefly to riving 
property that had not as yet caught fire, 
although in imminent danger, as there 
was a strong wind prevailing. The fire 
originated in a house occupied by Captain 
J. C. Drake, which was one of the four 
handsome two-story structures that went 
up in smoke. The strong wind that was 
blowing at the time rendered the work of 
the firemen in subduing the flames diffi- 
cult, and for a time things looked extreme- 
ly dubious for confining the flames to the 
section in which they started. While the 
fire fighters were taxed to their utmost 
capacity to keep the mad flames within 
the scope of the locality which was al- 
ready doomed, the Methodist church just 
across the street from the scene caught, 
and in a few minutes that pretty little 
edifice, together with two adjoining dwell- 
ings, was leveled to the ground. At about 
2 o'clock the work of the firemen began to 
show, and to the great joy of the large 
crowd that had gathered at the scene it 
became evident that the ravages of the 
ascending flames were at an end. The 
aggregate loss is estimated at from $10,000 
to $12,000, fully covered by insurance. The 
origin of the fire is a mystery. :

The State Normal School. 

The State Normal! schoui at Rock col- 
lege bas been: in session almost six months 
and during that time has done great 
good among the teachers of Georgia. 

President Bradwel!, in speaking of the 
school and its work, says: ‘‘The state of 
Georgia has done very little for the eleva- 
tion and improvement of the teacher. 
With the exception of the work done in the 
line of teacher training at Milledgeville 
and Dahlonega and a few private institu- 
tions, the teacher has been left to drift 
along the best he could. The state has 
now by equipping the State Normal school, 
here, committed herself to the 
policy of training teachers for her com- 
mon schools. s 

“By means of the appropriation of $10,000 
by the legislature the State Normal school 
has been made a permanent institutiton. 
It is here to stay. It is here to accomplish 
great good for the teachers of the state 
in preparing them for their work and 
giving them higher ideals of life and im- 
pressing upon them the responsibility of 
their positions as commissioned officers of 
the state of Georgia. 

“The success of the school is already as- 
sured. The plans inaugurated have brought 
the normal school within reach of fhe 
average teacher who is working in the 
schoo.room for a small salary. Mxpenses 
have been reduced to about {7 per month, 
including board and laundry, and there 
is an abundance of wholesome food prop- 
erly prepared. No one connected with the 
management makes any profit, and the 
student only pays his proportionate part 
of the cost of provisions and the hire of 
servants. 

“The different departments of the school 
are those of civics, English, Latin, peda- 
gory, mathematics, history and geogra- 
phy, and the model school. Good work is 
done in all these departments by the able 
corps of imstructors and the _ students 
exhibit a great degree of enthusiasm. 

“In regard to enrollment 1 am glad to say 
it has reached 178 Of that number 56 
are males and 122 females. Every section 
of Georgia is represented and the students 
hail from  sixty-three counties. kvery 
available foot of space is occupied and the 
dormitory is not only full but véry much 
crowded. The dining room has overflowed 
and tables are improvised in the assem- 
bly room, where thirty-six students get 
their meals. The great need of the school 
is more room. With enlarged facilities for 
sleeping and eating there is no reason why 
the State Normal school should not run 
its attendance next year up to 460 or 500.”’

Said Paul to the centurion 
who had been commissioned by bind him 
and’ then scourge him: “Is it lawful for 
you to scourge a man that is a Roman and 
uncondemned?” That was enough. The 
lash was not laid upon him, the thongs 
were instantly removed. Surely, English 
and American citizenships are entitied to 
respect; and what the eagles of Rome 
would not permit must not be tolerated 
under the union jack and beneath the 
stars and stripes. At all everts, it would 
be cowardiy for us to abandon our task 
at any cost of life and trensure, and the 
roll of martyrs will lengthen until the 
governments are roused from their criminal 
lethargy and are shamed into the vigorous 
defense of the innocent and the helpless.

Mr. Eustis, as a southern man, is a 
better friend to Waller than those in 
this country who are so loudly professing 
to have his interests at heart.

The members of the league elaim that 
our cities are universally misgoverned. 
From Jefferson down the statesmen of 
the world have pointed to them as sores 
on our body politic. Foreign cities have 
declared that democratic rule was a fail- 
ure in our towns. We must face the 
situation and master it. If our cities are 
to increase and multiply and control the 
republic we must see that they are well 
governed. 

Dr. Martyn says that the causes of 
municipal weakness and disorder are 
the saloons, the brothels, vicious foreign 
immigrants, organized vice and anarchy, 
monopoly and the indifference of the 
better classes in all matters of loca! 
government. 

The object of the league is to interest 
good men and women in the problems of 
our cities and induce them to take an 
active part in uphokling a high standard 
of publie morals. Funds -will be raised 
through membership fees: lecturers will 
be sent out and timely publications will 
be issued to aid the work. 

It is too early to say whether the 
league will accomplish much good, but 
ita basic idea is sound. If we expect 
to have decent, moral and orderly cities 
we must bring our best and ablest men 
to the front and entrust them with the 
management of our local affairs. With 
one-third of our population living in 
cities mumicipal government looms up 
as one of the most important problems 
of our time.

THE BODY HAS NOT YET BEEN spewTFe 


Was Discovered Between Tyo Lumber 
Piles by a Néght Watchman—The 
Inquest This Morning. 


Tossing in the agony of awful death, 
writhing, groaning, dying,/the body of an 
unknown suicide was ftgund yesterday 
morning between two tajfl lumber piles at 
the corner of Hunter anf Fort streets. 

By his side, emptied/of their contents, 
were two bottles wiich had contained 
laudanum and an empty morphine box. 

Still alive, bu, uncohscious, the victim of 
self destruction wag carried to the Grady 
hospital, where he Mied in spite of the ef- 

tg of the doctoys. 

There was noting by which the body 
could be identified and the motive for 
death is unknown ana mysterious. The 
body now lies in an ‘undertaker’s e&tablish- 
ment and is that of a young man of splen- 
did physique, tall and sinewy, with a fine 
face that tells nothing of the torture or the 
mental anguish that brought about the 
deed. The young man is about twenty- 
five years old, with dark hair brushed

Found at Daylight. 
_ It was just at daylight wuen the young 
man was found.

It was dark and the watchman was flash- 
ing his lantern about the vards. He had 
“reached the lumber piles and was _ in- 
specting each corner. At one place the

When he reached this place 
lie watchman heard some one groaning. 
"He stopped and listened again. There was

@ As soon as he could the man 
Bweezed in between the lumber. What hé 
mW made him start back in fright. Ly- 
bg with his face towards the ground was 
body of a man seemingly suffering 
feat agony. The watchman called, but 
ere was no answer. 

‘He turned the man over and saw that his 
“@ountenance was almost black. Drawing 
@is whistle he gave a shrill blast that 
“sounded about the whole neighborhood. 
It alarmed tue people and in a few 
minutes several men gainered at the place. 
R. r. Robins, who lives at 655 Hunter 
street, and J. L. Peacock were among the 
first to arrive. They saw immediately 
that the man was suffering from morphine 
poison. In the meantime the watchman 
Bad started to the house of Chief Con- 
Dolly, to whom he imparted the news of 
his discovery. The chief telephoned to 
police headquarters and severai mounted 
@fficers responded. 

Determined on Death. 

The suicide was evidently Gdetermined 
‘On death. Those who assembled found by 
his side a morphine box entirely empty and 
a laudanum bottle also empty. In the 
pocket of his pants was found another 
bottle which had contained laudanum. 

Soon afterwards thé ambulance of the 
hospital arrived, in which the dying man 
Was carried to the pnysicians. He was 
already beyond recovery, and although the 
doctors worked strenuously for several 
hours the man died and his deed of self- 
destruction was done. 

Up to this time the excitement had al- 
Most precluded an attempt at identification. 
None of those who had seen him were 
able to say who he was. Nor was there 
any other means of telling. 

What led the man to do the deed is a 
dark mystery. Whether it was the pinch- 
ing of poverty could not be told. His ap- 
pearance showed that he was in moderate 
circumstances. He wore a dark sack suit, 
Which seemed to have been worn only once 
@& twice. His shirt was clean and new. 
All of his clothing had been recently 
bought. 

‘Whether is was an unhappy love affair, 
Whether remorse for some crime or sin, 
Whether insanity that forced the young 
Man to the deed will not be known until 
he is identified, and even then it is doubt- 
ful if the cause will be known. 

From his condition at the time he was 
found the suiciue must have taken the 
@eadiy dose about 4 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. Possibly he had walked all night, 
Wiffering mental torture from the cause 
that forced him to the deed: He had de- 
trmined to die. There would be no fail- 
Ue. . He would take enough to kill ten 

™en. tHe did not wish to be known. He 
_ fe up all letters, cleared his pockets of 
everything that would lead to his identi- 

fication. In his righthand pocket were left 
two combs, a paper of pins, a paper sack

The Gallant Fourth Regiment Reached | 


the City Yesterday. 


COMES MONDAY 


| The Regiment Was Met at the Train by 


the Gate City Guard. 


VIRGINIA DAY WILL BE WELL CELEBRATED 


The Fourth Regiment Will Parade the 
Streets of the City Tuesday and 
March to the Grounds. 


Headed by the Norfolk navy yard band 

in uniforms of brightest red the fourth 
more 
than two hundred strong, reached the 
city yesterday at 4 o’clock on a special 
train over the Seaboard Air-Line from 
Norfolk. 

The special conveying the regiment left 
Norfolk Saturday night at 11 o’clock and 
made the run to Atlanta without incident. 

With the regiment came the United 
States navy band, of Norfolk, consisting of 
eighteen pieces, one of the most famous 
band organizations in Virginia. It is un- 
der the leadership of Professor J. M. 
Price. 

At the depot the Virginia troops were 
met by a battalion of the Gate City Guard 
and members of the old Guard. The staff, 
under command of Colonel C. A. Nash, 
were conducted to the Kimball and as- 
signed rooms. The eight companies com- 
posing the regiment were escorted to 
Peachtree Inn by the Guard, where they 
will be entertained during their stay in 
Atlanta. 

The fourth regiment is one of the most 
gallant militAry organizations of the south 
and is composed of the chivalry and flower 
of Virginia. Colonel Nash, commander 
of the regiment, is distinguished for many 
grave actions*and deeds of cuurage in the 
late war, and has done some valiant ser- 
vice in active engagements. He entered 
the service at an early age and for four 
years was an officer in the confederate 
army. 

The train which brought the soldiers to 
Atlanta reached the city promptly on time, 
but owing to a misunderstanding the Gate 
City Guard was a few minutes late. The 
Guard assembled in its armory at 3:30 
o'clock and waited until nearly 4 o’clock 
before leaving for the shed. Information 
had been received at the armory that the 
train would be a few minutes late and it 
was on account of this mistake in time 
that caused the delay of several minutes 
after the train rolled in before the Guard 
swung into Wall street. 

The regiment had been notified that they 
were to be met and consequently waited 
for tne escort. At a few minutes after 
4 o’clock the Guard came down into Wall 
street and came to a salute. The fourth 
regiment was lined up on the sidewalk 
next to the depot. As the Guard halted 
and presente@ arms the navy post band, of 
Norfolk, struck up a lively march and the 
column meved forward. Up Wall street 
into Prvyer, Pryor to Decatur, Decatur to 
Marietta, Marietta to Broad, Broad to 
Walton, Walton to Peachtree and Peach- 
tree to the Inn the soldiers murched with 
steady tramp. At the Inn the regiment 
halted and were shown to the rooms as- 
signed, and the Guard continued up the 
street to its armory, where the company 
disbandea.

The Big Fire on Decatur Street Satur- 
day Morning 


MADE THE NEW MAIN A CERTAINTY 


The General Council Will Take the 
Matter Up Today, When It 
Will Be Decided. 


* 
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The break in the big water main has been 
mended and the water pipes throughout 
the city are now carrying the usual quota 
of water. 

Today the question of erecting a dupli- 
cate main will be brovght before the. city 
council. The destructive fire of Saturday 
has produced a sentiment throughout the 
city that is unanimous in favor of the 
new main. The water board is strongly 
in favor of building the additional main. 

The big fire, and it is a mighty big one 
for Atlanta’s records to show, had the 
effect of arousing the people of the city 
to the true situation. It aroused the 
members of the water board 
members of the general council, too, and 
while one acted on it Saturday the other 
will be called upon and will be ready to 
take the bit in teeth today and get -+to 
work. 

While the fire was yet going on Presi- 
dent Hillyer, of the water buard, caused 
a convocation of the members of the water 
board, during which the situation was 
discussed at length. It did not take the 
members many minutes to demonstrate 
the fact that every one of them recognized 
the absolute necessity of another large 
main into the city. teferences were made 
to the repeated efforts in the past tu Se- 
cure another main and then Mr. Erwin sug- 
gested that President Hillyer either go 
before the general council toduy or pre- 
sent a paper outlining the situation and 
demand the building. of a new main. The 
members of the water buard were of the 
same opinion as Mr. Erwin and today 
President Hillyer will go before the gen- 
eral council and urge the immediate build- 
ing of another main. After the meeting 
of the board Mr. Erwin remarked: 

“There will be no trouble about getting 
the material to build the main with money 
cr without money. Atianta’s credit is 
good and we can buy all we want and pay 
for it mext year or for that matter pay 
fer it when we want to. There will be 


no trouble about getting the material and 


putting it in if the general council will 
oniy authorize the deot; or we could do it 
the way money has been voted away 
before; that is, pay so much each yeuer.

President Hillyer will go before the gen- 
eral council today armed with all the facts 
necessary to demonstrate to the members 
of that body that a new main is absolutely 
esse.itial. 

He will show that every day there is a 
risk the city has no right to take and 
will present a@ pian Dy which Ufie Gebt for 
the pipe may be incurred. The presiden®? 
will make use of the annual reports of 
Chief Joyner for the past twelve years 
to carry out his declarations about the ne- 
cessity of another pipe leading from the 
reservoir to the city. 

“if I knew anything more to say than 
I have said,’’ remarked the president Sat- 
urday, “I would giadly say it. but there 
is uothing more to say. When I say that.

A few minutes before 7 o’clock Saturday 
morning the Hemphill pumping station 
opened the wire with the fire headquarters 
and notified the department that the break 
had been finished and requested that some 
of the plugs be opened so that the air 
which had been accumulating in the pipes 
might escape in order to give a free flow 
Foreman Cummings, who 
received the information, sent two men te 
as mary plugs, which were opened and 
allowed to run about ten minutes, the 
usual length of time. 

The men had closed the plugs and reach- 
ed the fire headquerters when an alarm 
was rung in from box 43. Tne department 
responded and the fire was found located in 
the Wellhouse paper bag and box factory 
on Decatur street, and when the depart- 
ment reached the place the fire was well 
under way. Right at the corner of the 
building was a water plug and three sec- 
tions of hose gave the firemen all they 
wanted to get a stream on the building. 
The nozzle was cpen and the water flowed 
through, but made a leap less than ten 
feet. There was not enough pressure to 
make it go higher or harder. Lines of hose 
were attached to other plugs until five lines 
were working on the fire, but the pressure 
was so weak that it was more of a leak 
from the nozzle than it was a_ stream 
thrown upon a fire. One of the steamers 
was placed at a cistern on Decatur and 
Pratt streets and two lines of hose were 
attached to it and a better pressure was 
secured. Another engine was hooked to 
a water plug at the corner of Decatur and 
Moore streets and two streams were run 
from that to the fire. The engine at the 
cistern soon exhausted the supply of wa- 
ter there and the engine wds moved to an- 
other water plug. 

In all there were nine streams on the 
burning building—five from the water 
plugs and four from the steamers—and

GREENLAND METEORITIES. 


Peary Party’s Discovery of the Largest 
Known Specimen. 

The scientists on the Kite seem to have 
found something, if Peary didn’t, says 
The Hartford Times. Besides an unequaled 
collection of arctic birds, eggs, skins, 
bears, walrus, etc., they found, and bring 
back, two huge meteorites. One weighs 
half a ton—the other, it is said, three tons. 
Moreover, they found a far bigger one, 
which they estimated at forty tons, and 
which seemed to consist neurly of pure 
iron. They couldn't break off a piece, even 
after drilling holes for that purpose. 

This, undoubtedly, is tie greatest) me- 
teorite that has been found—at least, in 
modern times. he ancient legends of 
some such bodies falling upon that part of 
the earth now known as Turkey and 
Greece are, at best, mythical and vaguc; 
they are not berne out by uny discovery 
of such ponderous bodies. This one in 
Greenland is the jumbo of all meteorites. 
It has been the belief of some geologists 
that there is a vast meteorite in Green- 
land; one, the enthusiastic F'rofessor Den- 
ton, who lost his life in exploring the great 
tropical island of New Guinea, going even 
to the fancifully absurd extreme of be-

I wouid be an ingrate in- 
deed did I not wish to express to you my 
great sense of oObiigation io your society 
for the assistamce you have rendered us 
from Connecticut to Louisiana hy our 
influence in hesping us to achieve our pur- 
pose. 

' “so you, madam president of the Colonial 
Dames of America, | am under especial ob- 
ligations, which I desire to renuer. * 

“Organization, fike individuais, in these 
times of publicity must siand in the light 
of criticism, no matter how much we de- 
sire it to be otherwise. Happy they who 
can bear without fear and without re- 
proach the fierce searchlight of public 
opinion. 

“Madam, let me hope that your noble 
order will always be?r aioft its banner, and 
that while you are women you will re- 
member it was a woman who said, ‘O lib- 
erty, what crimes are committed in thy 
name!’ 

“May your society, under your wise and 
conservative leadership, prove that it is 
not possible to prostitute the purposes of a 
great patriotic order to selfish and per- 
sonal uses. 

“To you, ladies of the colonial dames of 
Georgia, 1 bear a special message. I am 
standing today in the nouse of my fathers. 
My people reclaimed these very hills from 
the savage and the bear; my peopie have 
been for generations the servants of this 
great commonweaith, and have furnished 
in many positions of honor illustrious 
representatives. 1 bear to you a message. 
Whether iike me you are to the manner 
born, or whether you first saw the light 
under alien skies; whether your people, as 
mine, have fought under the banner of 
justice, wisdom and moderation, or wheth- 
er they came from distant colonies to seek 
their fortunes here, you have taken it 
upon yourselves to bear the name of our 
great state.

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MRS. ALLEN ON SPIRITUALISM.
